— In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 37 of the Central 
Excises and Salt Act, 1944 (I of 1944), the Central Government hereby directs that 
with effect from the 28th April 1951, the following further amendments shall be 
made in the Central Excise Rules, 1944, namely:—

A manufacturer Fifty.”

III. In Form B.-2, in Appendix I, 

(i) for the words, figure, letter and brackets "(rules 48 and 184A)”, the 

word, figure and brackets “(rule 48)” shall be substituted; 

(ii) after the words "at his/their factory at ”, the following words 

and brackets shall be deleted— 

"♦(including all the premises appurtenant thereto, situated at such place 
or at any other place where contractors, agents and workers may 
bo employed for the purpose of manufacture). 

*For manufacturers of tobacco pioducts only.” 

IV. In Appendix I, for the entry against item 21, in column 3, the following 
shall be substituted — 

"48".
